Stealing a Ride in a Box Labeled 
“Flowers.’* 


The Adams Express Company re- 
ceived a telegram yesterday morning 
from their agent on the Pittsburg & 
Fort Wayne train, which left here at 9 
o'clock the previous evening for the 
East, that a man had been found con- 
cealed in a box in the express car, and 
had been handed over to the ofticers at 
Van Wert, Ind. He gave his name as 
John McAuley, of 171 West Monroe 
strect. The box, which was provided 
with wire at the top and bottom to 
give ventilation, was labeled “The 
Last Rose of Summer,” and the ex- 
pressman supposed it contained 
flowers, but when Mr. Me- 
Auley was found snugly ensconsed in 
it they fancied they had captured a 
robber. He had with him a supply 
uf 1 sufficient to last six days, 
and f:0m information gleaned, it was 
concluded that the man had adopted 
this novel way of traveling to save the 
difference between passenger and 
freight rates of fare, the latter having 
beeu prepaid to Philadelphia. It is 
understood that Mr. McAuley is about 
65 years of aud in comfortable cir- 
cumstances, but given to eccentricities 
which often set his family on their 
wits’ ends. It is said that if he had 
succeeded in reaching the City of 
Brotherly Love in his box he in- 
tended to undertake a similar trip 
to Denver. It was lucky for Mr. 
McAuley that his attempt to reach 
the Atlantic seaboard as an expiess 
ack was discovered in the day- 
time, for if he had been found in the 
night the express messenger would 
have been likcly to have peppered him 
with a revolver. It is to be regretted 
that the agent, after satisfying himself 
that the man in the box was harmless, 
did not allow him to proceed in his 
novel conveyance merely for the pur- 
pose of testing a man’s powers of en- 
durance for two days and a night for 
the purpose of evading the expense of 
a few paltry dollars, and in order to 
give the sleepy Philadelphia papers a 
sensation.

Santa Clara HerticultufPists. 


At a recent meeting of the Santa 
Clara Horticultural Society, as report- 
ed in the Mercury, many interesting 
subjects were discussed. A member 
named Townsend said: “This year I 
washed with coal oil, and found that 
it killed the scale-bug every time. 
There were a few codling moths, and 
wherever the oil had touched them 
they were dead.” Geiger said that to- 
bacco stalks placed in the crotches of 
the trees would kill the moth. Taylor 
said: “I wish to ask if Paris green 
will do the same? I wrote to Professor 
Hilgard on the subject, and received an 
answer in which he said: ‘I have no 
doubt that Paris green can be success- 
fully used against the tree caterpillar, 
as against the potato bug or the cotton 
caterpillar. But I should consider it 
radically objectionable to use it after 
the fruit is formed on apple or pear 
trees, on account of danger to consum- 
ers, and I cannot consider it as likely 
to de really efficient against the 
codling worm. Observe that when 
caterpillars eat leaves they will be 
sure to get some of the poison 
some day of their lives; but it 
will be the merest accident if the cod- 
ling * 8 to get hold of a 

icle on the minutest surface speck 
lr bites. I think of Paris green a good 
deal as I do of strychnine used against 
squirrels, instead of carbon bisulphide. 
It is a poison that stays, and you 
never know for certain who will eat it 
in the end. Carbon bisulphide, lye, 
coal oil, tobacco decoction, whale oil 
soap, etc., disappear as poisons soon 
after their use—act at once or not at 
all. While this fact involves repeti- 
tions of the process, it seems to me to 
be a small evil as compared with the 
danger to life and health incurred in 
the use of the fixed poisons. Even 

toes have been poisoned from hav- 
ing been covered over with their 
vines to keep them from frost, the lat- 
ter having been treated for the potato 
* with Paris green.“

At the end of each hour the 
cuckoo announces the fact, and im- 
mediately a figure of President Gar- 
ficld appears on the platform on 
which the scene is enacted, accom- 
panied by Mr. Blaine. Guiteau is 
seen to follow him, having just 
alighted from a truck wagon, and, as 
he fires at the President, the latter 
Just then a train of cars comes 
dashing in, and in the confusion all 
the principal actors are carried into 
the depot out of sight. After the 
train-dispatcher has given the signal 
and the train has gone, a small door 
at the lefc opens and a priest appears, 
book in hand, in the act of reading 
‘the funeral service, while at the same 
time another door at the right opens 
and Guiteau appears on the gallows.

Jacubaters. 


It is an established fact that fowls 
can be successfully hatched with incu- 
bators. Mr. Roullier, of France, ob- 
tains 70 per cent. of chicks by his 
hatcherics. He employs eighty men 
to supply orders, and dispatches 40,000 
chicks annually in batches of from 25 
to 100 by rail to every part of the 
country, and it is estimated that the 
incubators of France supply to the 
market annually 15,000,000 of barn- 
door fowls. It is not clearly known 
who was the discoverer of the artificial 
incubator; the Egyptian hatched eggs 
in the sun, and others by means of 
heating water, but it was not until the 
year 1873 that the idea was practically 
solved by Mr. Roullier. It is some- 
what unaccountable that there are not 
more engaged in the rearing of fowls, 
by artificial means in this State, for 
most assuredly this is a very favorable 
climate for such business, as our long 
rainless season renders success in this 
direction doubly certain. Cold rain-

Should it prove that the reader is as 
well pleased as we were ourselves in 
perusing a chapter of the history of 
the aborigines hereabouts abiding, 
when first the missionary from Mexico 
made his appearance along the foot- 
hills of the Sierra Madre mountains, 


„he will thank us for devoting a column 


thereto. It contains much of interest, 
which all should know. 

Unfortunately, there are no statis- 
tics from which even an approximate 
calculation can be made of the numeri- 
cal strength of the first lords of this 
realm. But there are testimonials in 
their burial mounds, and in the long 
since deserted rancherias, reducing 
their stores of acorns and seeds to 
flour, leading to the belief that they 
were at one time very numerous. And 
the fact of their almost utter decima- 
tion is one traught with food for re- 
flection. Civilization was their de- 
stroying angel. 

The Indians inhabiting Los Angeles 
county were comprised in one tribe. 
but divided into many families or v |- 
inge each under its own chict, and ail 
speaking one language, with slight 
diiffeeaces of pronunciation. he 
languag’, it is said, was aud mu- 
ical, and ub und ng iu compouad ex- 
pressiv: terms. It has long since been 
extinct. 

They belicved in one God, the Cre- 

ator whose name “Quav-ar!”’ was r.re- 
ly spoken, and never save in a low and 
reverent voice. They usually refeired 
to him by one of his attributes as 
“Y-yo-ha-ring-nain’—The Giver of 
Life. They had but one word for life 
and soul. Their theology knew no 
devil, and no hell, prior to the advent 
of the missionaries; and they have 
ever maintained that these, being a 
foreign innovation, concerned the for- 
eigners only. They looked for no 
resurrection of the body, but firmly 
believed in a spiritual existence after 
death. The souls of wizards were 
supposed to enter animals—especially 
bears. Eagles, owls, crows, ‘and por 
poises were held sacred. Tue first in 
memory of a mighty chief, who took 
on that form at death. The second us 
a harbinger of death. The third as 
foretelling the appreach of strangers. 
The fourth as appointed guardians of 
the earth, constantly encompassing it 
to see that all is safe. The name of 
Deity was never taken in vain. The 
nearest approach to an oath was “Nio- 
mare!“ Bless me. 
Their tradition of the creation rau 
that at first chaos reign d. Out of 
this God formed the world and placed 
it on the shoulders of seven yian:s, 
created for that purpose. Euch had 
his name, and when one moved an 
earthquake was the consequence. Next 
animals were formed, and, last of all, 
the mun, “Gobohar,” and the woman, | 
“Pabavit.” These were wrought by 
the Divine hand from diffcrent strata 
of earth, and presented, each to each, 
mutually to comfort and to bless. 
Then God ascended up into Heaven, 
where he awaits and receives the souls 
of all who die. Bach village had its 
church, woven of basket work and 
circular in form. This building was 
sacred ever, yet was Consecrated anew 
whenever used. A similar but uncon- 
secrated Luilding served for rehearsal 
and the religious eduvation of youth 
designed for the priesthood. Only 
seers and captains, male dancers and 
female singers (all of whom took part 
in the service) were permitted to enter 
the consecrated church except on 
funeral occasions, when near relatives 
of the deceased were also admitted. 
The services consisted in asking ven- 
geance on their enemies, returning 
thanks for victory, and rehearsing 
the merits of dead heroes, to- 
gether with appropriate dances, 
songs and gesticulations. Invucations 
were addressed to the church, as the 
the nearest approach allowable to 
speech with the Great Spirit.“ 

Such was the religion the mission fa- 
thers came to eradicate, and such the 
people they came to convert. Whether 
the new religion was superior to the old 
may be questioned if we judge by the 
righteous rule of “by their works shall 
ye know them.” And whether the 
oppressor was the moral superior of 


the oppressed may be known when we 


hear from the land of the hereafter” 
whither both have gone to their reckon- 
ing. 

Of the modus operandi pursued by 
the mission fathers in converting the 
native Californians, we will let history 


speak: “A second party of priests and 


. soldiers arrived at the site of the Ban 


_ | they were gods or men, but events 


transpired which soon convinced them 
of their visitors’ mortality, for they 
commenced tying the hands of the 
native adult males behind their backs 
and making signs of their wish to pro- 
cure women—these having fled to the 
thicket on the first appearance of their 
coming. Harsh measures obtained 
for them what they songht, 
but the women were considered 
contaminated, and were put through a 
long course of sweating, drinking of 
herbs, etc. The natives necessarily 
became accustomed to these things, 
but their disgust and abhorrence never 
left them till many years afterwards. 
In fact, every white child born among 
them for a long period was secretly 
strangicd and buried. 

The priests bronght with them a 
number of vagabonds in the various 
characters of soldiers, masons, carpen- 
ters, etc. The principal use of the 
soldiers were, first to capture new con- 
verts, and second, to awe them into 
submission. Upon their expeditions 
of conversion, however, the priests 
themselves not infrequently assisted. 
There is a tradition extant cuncerning 
one worthy father who was an expert 
with the lasso, as well as a fearless 
horseman. Riding at full gallop into 
a village, he would select his man (as 
an old-time slaver selected his “nig- 
ger“ in the slave market for hi- 
brawn), lasso him, drag him to the 
mission, tie him up and whi,» him into 
subjection, baptize him, Christianize 
him and set him to work, all within 
the space of an hour; then away for 
another, without rest, “such was his 
zeal for the conversion of infidels.” 

OUR FUTURE. 


It is somewhat singular, but not re- 
markable, that our Eastern visitors 
who take the trouble to post them- 
selves as to our resources are unani- 
mous as to our future growth. When 
they look at the country about Santa 
Ana, Riverside, Pasadena, and other 
places that have been developed from 
barrens, inside of a decade, to bowers 
of beauty, they at once appreciate what 
has been done, and are ready to pro- 
phesy that the same may be extended 
until “from the centre all round to the 
sea,” the country shall become’a Pasa- 
d-na and a San Gabriel. There is 
nothing chimerical in this idea, and 
this result is nearing us faster than 
people of slow disceramest are aware. 
To those of | ttle faith we would point 
to the improv ments on the rolling 
land, about Boyle Heights, and 
also about Beaudry Terrace as evi 
dence that all our lands will produc. 
our favorite crops. So man may 
build and sit uuder his own vine and 
tig tree wherever he can get a small 
supply of water to supplement the 
usual rainfall. 

Our water development will neces- 
sarily soon attract attention, as the 
demand for real estate with water will 
compel a procurement of it. And 
there is nothing required but capital 
to provide all the water the wants of 
the country suggests. Reservoirs to 


hold the winter rainfall which now 


runs to waste, und pipes to lead it to 
the places where wanted, can in u few 
months be provided, when capital 
shall be enlisted to take hold of the 
work, 

And for a moderate supply of water 
we need not want for the construction 
of elaborate works and the tardy com- 
ing capital, for at most any point 
water cun be obtained by artesian bor- 
ings, or failing in that the constaut 
wind can be utilized to raise the water 
from mother earth. Many orchards 
and vineyards have been brought to 
maturity with the wind-mill and a 
common well. So there is no lack of 
resources for obtaining a little of the 
one thing needful in orchard or vine- 
yard propagation, and there are no 
hindrances to cast a doubt on the 
probability that ten years hence will 
ser all our lands under cultivation, and 
the people crowded for room.

The Milk Period. 

Prof. Kirchner, in Mentzei and Len- 
gerke’s Kalendar for 1882, says: The 
annual yield of milk rises gradually 
from the birth of the first calf till the 
filth; reaches its maximum after th 
sixth, sinks then gradually till the 
teuth calf, when it is about the same 
as after the first calving; and after the 
thirteenth or fourteenth calf is only 
one-fourth or one-fifth of the muxi- 
mum yield. In general the lexs milk 
a cow gives, the richer it is in dry sub 
stance, especially in fat. Hence the 
m.lk given shortly after calving con- 
tains more water aud less fat than 
later, when the yield is less and the 
relative amount of fat is greater. Milk 
should not be used in the dairy till at 
least one week after bith of a calf. 
The first milk is called collostrum, 
and contains 16.5 per cent. of albumen, 
while common milk contains only six- 
tenths of 1 per cent. Of the milk fat 
about 80 per cent. rises in cream, and 
76 per cent. is secured in butter. From 
100 pounds of milk from 10 to 20 
pounds of butter are obtained. When 
milk is fed to calves, one pound live 
weight is produced from 10 pounds of 
whole milk, or 15 pounds of skimmed 
milk. 

If Prof. Kirchner is correct in his 
conclusions, a cow after arriving at the 
age of 15 years old, would be almost 
worthless for milking purposes. In- 
ded, after a cow reach s her twelfth 
year she is hardly profitable to retain 
on the farm. 


Pencil Writing. 


It is said that il drawings may 
be rendered ineffaceable by this sim- 
ple process: Slightly warm a sheet of 
ordinary drawing paper; then place it 
carefully on the surface of a solu 
tion of white resin in alcohol, leaving 
it there long enough to become thor- 
oughly moistened. Afterward dry it 
in a current of air. Paper prepared 
in this way has a very smooth surface. 
In order to fix the drewing, the paper 
is to be warmed for a few minutes. 
This method may prove useful for the 
preservation of plans or desigus, when 
the want of time or any other cause 
will not allow of the draughtsman re- 
producing them in ink. A simpler

Remarks of Various Persons, with Recom- 
mondations and Sugges!ions—Ad- 
journed to the 24th. 


The adjourned meeting for the pur- 
pose of organizing a society for the pro- 
motion of manufactures was held at 
Union Hall last evening. Mr. E. A. 
Edwards, Secretary, reported that a 
committee had been appointed at the 
previous meeting by the Chairman, to 
perfect a plan of organization, but none 
of the committee were present. In the 
absence of the chairman, Mr. Wm. Niles 
was appointed chairman pro tem. 

NILES 
Remarked that the question of increased 
manufactures was a very important one. 
San Jose and Oakland have moved in 
the matter, and he believed nothing 
would conduce to the upbuilding of Los 
Angeles so much as a society such as is 


proposed. 
MR. BAKER, 


Of the Los Angeles Foundry and Ma- 
chine shops, remarked that to invite 
loreign capital wae useless until home 


capital had performed something tangi- 
ble in the establishment of mantfac- 


tures. The best plan’ would be to 
start manufactures on a small 
scale with the aid of home 


capital and develop them according to 
the incréased demand. In order to do 
this money must be cheap—he was glad 
to find that the signs of the times indi- 
cated that the city and country subser- 
vient are becoming prosperous, and 
consequently manufactures would at- 
tract capital that has been heretofore 
drawn into other more profitable chan- 
nels. Their foundry has been in opera- 
tion three years and has slowly but 
surely built up a _ business, and 
they are now enabled to compete to 
some extent with other points. Efforts 
should be directed whereby small manu- 
factories in operation here now could 
be developed into large institutions, 
then foreign capital would be attracted 
readily. 
E. A. EDWARDS 


Explained the nature of the proposed 
society. Its object was to impart in- 
formation to those seeking it, with 
reference to raw materials that could 
be manufactured here and other advan- 
tages, select sites for manufacturing 
industries, and in every way promote 
the growth of industries now in opera- 
tion and assist in starting others. 


MR. BAKER 


Remarkeck if butsiders are attracted by 
such information would they not nat- 
urally enquire why is it that capitalists 
in Los Angeles do not engage exten- 
sively in manufacturing enterprises? 
He believed that the present low rate of 
interest on money will tend to attract 
many capitalists of this city into manu- 
facturing enterprises, because they will | 
pay better, and that this society would 
give such men the necessary informa- 
tion, hence it should be started and 
sustained 


JUDGE BAXTER 


Thought a society of the kind would 
certainly be of great assistance in the 
upbuilding of the city and country, the 
agricultural resources of the country 
would thereby become much enhanced 
in value, and that manufactures are es- 
sential for the proper development of 
every product. He was favorably im- 
pressed with Mr. Baker's remark that 
money seeks the best investment. 
Whereas money used to realize three or 
four per cent a month, it is now abun- 
dant at one per cent, and. easily pro- 
cured at less. Such high rates have 
been a detriment, aud he hoped capi- 
tulists would enyaye extensively in man- 
ufactures realizing that every avenue 
of business will thus be benefited, 
whereas money lending merely helps 
the loaner. Although not engaged ina 
productive business he teels that the 
foundation for a permanent prosperity 
will be more surely laid by encouraging 
manufactures than by any other method. 
One manufactory will develop another. 
Some people remark to him the best in- 
dication of prosperity is the fact that 
people are coming here to spend money 
made elsewhere. That is a wrong idea, 
we want to 


DEVELOP MANUFACTC RES, 


And other interests, with the aid of that 
money. Mr. Baker did not wish to be 
understood as opposed to outside capi- 
tal being invested in the development 
of our manufacturing industries; that 
the wine interests of this county dem- 
onstrate what can be done with the aid 
of outside capital, but we should devel- 
op home industries with the aid of 
home capital as far as is practicable 
first. 

After a few more remarks, Mr. E. A. 
Edwards moved that the committee ap- 
to draft a form of organization 

allowed further time to report, which 
was granted. 

The meeting then adjourned to meet 
at the same hall next Monday evening.

The thermome- 
ter stood here for the first eight 
days of April at abouta mean tempera- 
ture of 65°, and as high us 83° in the 
shade the 7th and 8th instant, and on 
the 9th it cooled off, so that night it got 
down to 25°; at least it froze the ground 
about an inch deep, nipped in the 
bud,“ probably, every peach blossom, 
and did very great damage to all other 
kinds of ‘early fruits. They have had 
here one of the mildest winters for 
many years, so far as extreme cold is 
concerned, yet the changes of wet and 
cold have made it a very disagreeable 
one—much more so than continuous 
cold weather. The mildness of the 
weather has brought vegetation forward 
ata much earlier date than common, 
and it is therefore likely to suffer less 
cold suaps’’ all the more.

A PASEA TO PASADENA. 


A Gergeous En- 
tranced Reporter. 


Through the kindness of Holton 
Webb, of San Francisco, now in atten- 
dance here at the Supreme Court, a 
Tutxs reporter enjoyed a pleasant ride 
out by San Gabriel and around through 
a woody canyon to Pasadena. To one 
accustomed to living within brick walls 


and on sidewalks, the sight of the 
green fields striped with the varied 
tints of wild flowers, together with 
the eg groves laden with their 
golden fruit, and all the trees 
clothed with their fresh foliage, it was 
a most refreshing and entrancing scene. 
Standing at the eastern edge of Pasa- 
dena and looking down the valley, the 
eye rests upon a finer view than ever 
graced a painter's canvass. Away as 
far as the vision extended was the 
sloping plain, covered with a carpet of 
green, with flowers, such as no 
three-ply or Brussels ever had. Dotted 
here and there were the white farm 
houses, that by their fine condition 
showed the thrift which they enjoyed.
